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God Answers Prayer: 


Able, Willing, Mighty; 


Only Sin Can Hinder

“Behold, the Lord’s hand is not shortened, that it cannot 
save; neither his ear heavy, that it cannot hear: 

“But your iniquities have separated between you and 
your God, and your sins have hid his face from you, that 
he will not hear.”—Isaiah 59:1, 2. 


Prayer and its answer is one of 
the chiefest themes of the Bible. 
The heroes of the Bible were pray- 
ing men and women. The great 
events of the Bible are miraculous 
answers to prayer such as the 
plagues in Egypt, the crossing of 
the Red Sea, the sun standing still 
for Joshua, the great deliverances 
under the judges, the three-and- 
one-half years’ drouth of Elijah, 
the fire from Heaven on Mount 
Carmel, the destruction of Sen- 
nacherib’s army, nearly all the 
miracles of Jesus, the marvelous 
revival at Pentecost. The God of 
the Bible is a prayer answering 
God. 

In great detail the Bible tells 
about answers to prayer, about 
conditions of prayer, about hinder- 
ances to prayer. So here in Isaiah 
59:1, 2 is a classic and moving ex- 
planation from God as to why our 
prayers are not answered. It clears 
God of any blame when our pray- 
ers are not answered. It declares 
again His unlimited power to an- 
swer prayer and His touching eag- 
erness to do so, without any limit, 
except the limits brought on by 
sin! 


An Unchanging Doctrine 


The Bible doctrine of prayer is 
an unchanging doctrine. Search 
the Bible through, and whether 
people address God as the Jehovah 
of the patriarchs, the Holy One 
of Israel, the Master, or Lord Je- 
sus Christ when the Saviour was 
on earth, or the Heavenly Father, 
as Jesus Himself taught us to call 
Him, ALWAYS, throughout ALL 
the Bible, there is one simple, 
plain doctrine and teaching about 


prayer. There are no differences 
in the-conditions of prayer from 
Genesis to Revelation. There is no 
difference in the willingness of 
God, often expressed, to answer 
prayer the same for penitent, be- 
lieving hearts. 

The immature and unlearned 
Christian sometimes feels lost in 
part of the Old Testament. He 
does not understand the _ taber- 
nacie in Exodus, nor the sacrifices 
and feasts of Leviticus. He is often 
confused by the _ dispensational 
differences between law and 
grace. But when you put a new 
convert to reading the book of 
PSalms, the Old Testament book 
of prayers, then he is perfectly at 
home! 

The experiences of David with 
God in prayer, whether it be the 
loving and exultant praise of the 
116th or the 103rd Psalm, or the 
anguished confession and supplica- 
tion of the 5Slist Psalm, are as 
natural and proper and _ under- 
standable to him as they were to 
Old Testament saints. 

The sacrifices and ceremonies of 
the Old Testament may seem 
strange to one who does not un- 
derstand the change in dispensa- 
tions, but the prayers of the Old 
Testament do NOT seem strange, 
for in respect to prayer, there has 
been no change-in God's teaching 
on the requirements nor in His 
loving, eager, willingness to hear 
and answer the cry of a needy 
soul! 

Any pastor might intercede for 
a sinning people just as Moses 
wept before God and begged Him

“Prepare to meet thy God.”—Amos 4:12. 


This is one of the texts of Scripture that startles when- 
ever it faces us. The Jewish government was a theocracy, and 
therefore, a violation either of the civil or the ecclesiastical 
law was treason against Almighty God.

I called you in 
the days of health and you would 
not repent. I called you in afflic- 
tion when the plagues were upon 
you and you would not repent.” 

Here is a people with whom God 
exhausted every means of grace. 
He blockaded every path. He 
seemed to say, “I have taxed 
Heaven and there is nothing left 
but prepare, and that quickly, to 
meet thy God.” 

People, just as God dealt with 
Israel in the long ago, just so God 
deals with individuals today; just 
as God called Israel away back 
in the centuries gone by, He is 
calling you today. I will not under-

The 50th Anniversary of the organized apostasy in the United 
States was celebrated in the Fifth Geheral Assembly of the National 
Council of Churches in San-Francisco, December 4-9, 1960. This was 
the largest collection of heretics, modernists, pinks, scoffers, higher 


critics, false prophets, 


and religious subversives in the triennium, 


in spite of the small registration of only 531 voting representatives. 
It was in 1910 that the Edinburgh Conference was held, an event 
generally regarded as the beginning of the ecumenical movement. 


In his decade report, NCC General Secretary, 


Roy G. Ross, stated: 


“Fifty years ago, some 1,200 churchmen from all parts of the world 
representing 159 missionary boards and societies met in Edinburgh 


in a world missionary conference 


‘the first and still the greatest 


ecumenical assembly in modern times. There they adopted the goal 


of “The Evangelization of the World in this Generation’ 


_ while 


it could not be said that the church has made Christians of all 
nations, it could be said with rejoicing that the church has now be- 


come’ world-wide.” 
The theme was 


“Jesus Christ, 


Living Lord of All Life.” What 


that might mean in terms of a shifting liberal] theology I have no 
idea. The theme Scripture was Colossians 1:15-18, which in the RSV 


strips this Christ of His creative power, 


“He is the image of the 


invisible God, the first born of all creation; for in him all things 


were created, 


in heaven and on earth, visible and invisible, whether 


thrones or dominions or principalities or authorities—all things were 
created through him and for him.” 

The Assembly met in the immediate afterglow of two remark- 
able ecumenical developments. One was the unprecendented visit 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury with the Roman Catholic Pope 
at Rome, breaking a 400-year impasse between these two catholic

Third Day of Revival Blessing 

These notes are written Tues- 
day night, 10:00 p.m., January 10. 

It is after the evening service, 
and I have just had my dinner. 
My daily schedule is, for meals: 
tea in my room soon after I wake 
at 6:00 a.m.: breakfast then about 
8:30; hearty lunch, in courses, at 
1:30; tea and cakes or sandwich 
at 5:00; dinner after church about 
9:30. 

We have morning service 9:00- 


11:30, including prayer meeting 
and devotional. Evening service be- 
gins at 6:30, runs’ til) after 8:00. 


Tonight, Again, the Power 


of God 
This was the third meeting for 
the general public. Again, the 


building seating about five hun- 
dred was full but for some twenty- 
five seats. Again, God blessed. The 
sermons are all interpreted into 
the Hindi language. I spoke on 
the prodigal son, and how I did 
pray for God to help me apply 
the message. I showed how the 
boy going into a far country repre- 
sented every one, and the race as 
a whole. Adam and Eve first went 
into the far country. After the 
flood, according to Romans, chap- 
ter 1, the race turned to heathen 
darkness and idolatry. I showed 
that that is where the worship of 
idols, of cattle, of fire, and all the 
million Hindu gods came from. 
Men crucified Jesus because they 
had gone into the far country. So 
every individual who would not 
seek Christ is in the far country 
of sin.

Matron Brings Nurses 
to Be Saved 
During the song service 
eight women came in and, 
crowded auditorium, sat on the 
front row. After the benediction, 
one charming Indian lady brought 
the others to meet me. She is 
matron in a hospital. Six of the 
girls with her were nurses, [ 
think the other was a friend, 
These all spoke Marachi language, 
and the interpretation was only 
in Hindi. So they did not under- 
stand enough to come out during 
the invitation. They gathered 
around me eagerly. She asked 
them a question, all nodded eager- 
ly. “They all want you to pray 
for them,” she said. All dropped 
to their knees. I prayed and the 
matron translated my prayer into 
Marachi language. ‘Then on our 
knees, I went around the circle. I 
asked each one if she knew she 
was a lost sinner who needed 
forgiveness. Each one did. Did she 
understand that Christ died on the 
cross to save her? Each one did, 
I made it as clear as I could. 
Evidently these nurses had al- 
ready heard the Gospel. Each one 
eagerly claimed to trust Christ as 
Saviour. Their faces were glad.

Smokers in Knee Pants 


A total of 26 per cent—more 
than one out of every four—of the 
high school students in America 
are regular smokers. In addition, 
about three out of four of all high 
school smokers have experimented 
with tobacco at one time or anoth- 
er. 

These figures were revealed by 
the private youth survey organiza- 
tion, Eugene Gilbert & Co., and 
were based upon a survey of 4,329 
students, The survey, made orig- 


inally for the American Cancer 
Society, discovered that this smok- 
ing trend on the part of boys and 
girls is getting worse, with many 
starting to smoke while in grade 


| | school. 


Only 28.2 per cent of the stu- 
dents interviewed stated that they 
had never smoked. Most of the 
regular smokers — those who 
smoked daily—said that they had 
been smoking for a period of one 
to two years and 22.4 per cent 
of them admitted they smoke a 
pack or more of cigarettes every 
24 hours. 


Parents should be vitally inter- 
ested in noting that the survey 
showed that the parents’ smok- 
ing habits were reflected among 
the teen-agers. Forty per cent of 
the high schoolers who smoked 
had mothers and fathers who both 
smoked. Thirty-three per cent had 
only one parent who smoked.

The tax “bite” has become c 
“gobble.” Since very few readers 
of THE SWORD OF THE LORD make 
more than $15,000 a year, it is 
safe to say that nearly everyone 
reading this article is paying ap- 
proximately 25 per cent of his 
earnings back to the government 
in taxes. One dollar out of every 
four dollars you earn goes either 
for federal tax or state and local 
taxes.

stitute who directs the counselors 
and the inquiry room, tells me 
there were twenty-two professions 
of faith last night in the Hume 
High School services of the re- 
vival. I am so grateful to God that 
blessed results are showing up 
even in the first few days of the 
campaign. One woman saved was 
a fire-worshiping Parsi. Most of 
those claiming Christ were men, 
a few women, perhaps two or 
three teen-agers. All were dealt 
with faithfully, some for nearly 
an hour, by serious missionaries 
or other trained workers.

One young man saved last night 
went home and was beaten un- 
conscious by his brother. He ap- 
peared this morning still anxious 
to go on with the Lord, with a 
bandage around his head. (He was 
locked out of his home, I under- 
stand.) 


A Deepening Burden on the 
Part of Christians 

Through the conference last 
week and the morning services 
this week, I have been preaching 
on soul winning and the power 
of the Holy Spirit. God has been 
working in many hearts. A num- 
ber have been confessing their 
sins, particularly in prayerlessness 
and lack of soul winning. My in- 
terpreter has spent many hours 
in prayer. Afternoons there are 
three hours of visiting, giving out 
20,000 handbills.

I preached on “The Last 
Judgment.” The crowd was the 
largest we have had, I was told. 
The committee tells me there were 
more claiming Christ tonight than 
last night; I do not know how 
many. After many had risen and 
gone with workers to the inquiry 
room for instruction, I told the 
people that any others who wanted 
help to come to Christ should re- 
main seated after the benediction. 
A woman brought two women who 
had come to claim Christ tonight, 
but she had not been able to lead 
them to the perfect assurance they 
should have. The interpreter help- 
ed and we all prayed together, 
and after Scriptures they both 
thanked God for salvation ‘and 
went away happy. Then F looked 
about and saw in the auditorium 
people dealing with nine or. ten 
others. A group of women knelt 
together as one showed others 
how to trust Christ. Near the 
front Brother Jordan Khan, Indian 
preacher and interpreter, knelt 
with an old gray-headed man. 
Others knelt, two by two, a work- 
er with a sinner. 


The personal work went on for 
an hour and fifteen minutes after 
the service. A woman trained as 
a Jehovah’s Witness argued, strug- 
gled long. I am grateful to faith- 
ful soul winners who believe in 
thorough work with the Bible to 
establish converts and give them 
assurance through the Word. 


Jews in India 

Last night I ate a late dinner 
with a Jewish family. The father 
only is saved, and I think one 
son-in-law. The room was crowded. 
They had eleven of us mission- 
aries and workers for the meal, 
and we ate while the twenty-five 
or so children, grandchildren and 
in-laws gathered about us, served 


us, insisted we eat more, and 
seemed greatly blessed that we 
were there. I suppose they ate 


before we came in at 9:00 p.m./ 


from church, I enjoyed talking 
with them, talked with each one 
about the Lord, sang to them. 
They are a lovable people, and 
I think they love me. Most of 
them promised to be at church to- 
morrow night, several promised to 
ask God to save them in secret 
prayer. I hope to see many of 
them saved. 


The food was good; some so hot 
that I had cramps for a while 
today. 

These Jews are dark like others 
in India. They came to India, it 
is believed, from Babylon after 
the Jewish captivity. They have, 
all these centuries, maintained the 
Jewish Sabbath, eat no pork, and 
observe the ceremonial law, 
though they have had no Old 
Testament. Now they read it 
eagerly. 

Help us. Who will take a quota 
of 25 or 50 or 100 subscriptions 
at a club rate?

“The Four Biggest Fools in 
Bombay” Was Sermon 
Subject Last Night 


This note is written Saturday 
noon, January 14. Last night we 
had another service of great bless- 
ing. I preached, with an interpret- 
er, one hour and ten minutes on 
those four fools. 1. Who says there 
is no God (Ps. 14:1): 2. Who is 
slow t6 believe the Bible (Luke 
24 :25-27); 3. Who makes light of 
sin (Prov. 14:9); 4. Who neglects 
Salvation (Luke 12:16-21). God 
pressed me to challenge an unbe- 
liever and one of another religion, 
an infidel, that he could know be- 
yond a doubt that the Bible is true 
and Christ the only Saviour. The 
attention was profound. After the 
service I met a Catholic man and 
wife who had been brought by 
Mrs. Cunningham, a missionary. 
They had met on shipboard once. 
They first held hands as Chris- 
tians, then, seemingly not sure, 
held hands for prayer. It was a 
joy to talk to them and lead them. 
to claim Christ as Saviour. I trust 
the Lord did a great work of grace 
in their darkened hearts. They 
plan to come back. One Parsi 
man was saved last night, Hindus 
and others. 


“Guest of Honor” at Dinner 


Now I have just come from the 
luncheon or dinner given in my 
honor at Victoria Gardens Church. 
They have supplied modest accom- 
modations free for Christian work- 
ers from far and near, coming to 
be in these services. So they regu- 
larly feed a good number. But 
they wanted me as a special guest 
today. Forty of.us Christian work- 
ers sat at the improvised tables, 
including the committee for the 
John R. Rice Evangelistic Cam- 
paign. All the others were served 
rice and curry, that is, rice with 
spiced hot meat in it. Each one 
was served about as much as a 
good family would eat back home. 
But since this was the meal, they 
ate it, all of it in most cases, with 
some second helpings. ALL ate 
with the fingers, missionaries and 
all, as is the custom! The rice and 
meat stew wen curry powder 
makes sticky fi gers. 


But I was guest of honor. For 
me they hadi a whole roasted 
chicken, had a knife, fork, and 
spoon! Before ithe meal began a 
garland of flowers was put about 
my neck. They had for me also 
steamed or baked cabbage. All had 
a small bow! of hot slaw, as I did. 
It was hot with red pepper. The 
chicken, like all chickens in In- 
dia, was not as tender as we have 
but it was delicious. 


Tonight’s sermon announced is 
“The Criminal Who Wanted a 
Second Chance,” the dying thief. 
May the breath of God be upon us, 
to save many over the week end. 
I find great joy in Acts 1:8, “But 
ve shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and in all Ju- 
dea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
‘uttermost part of the earth,” 
these days. I am so glad the 
promise is specifically just as good 
for “the uttermost part of. the 
earth,” India, as at home. Praise 
God the Gospel is still the power 


of God anywhere.

God Continues to Save 20 to 
30 Nightly in Bombay 
Although the first week takes 
some time in a revival effort tc 
revive the Christians, get soul 
winning going, and preach convic- 
tion into sinners, we rejoice in the 
more than a hundred recordec 
conversions during the first eight 
days of the Bombay campaign. 
Now for the last four days we 
have had from twenty to thirty 
professions of faith each night in 
Hume High School auditorium.

We do not make it easy. I make 
the preaching sharp and plain, 
warning with many Scriptures. 
The invitation is clearly repeated 
again and again. Then people are 
asked to stand publicly to receive 
Christ as Saviour.

Saturday night a Jewish man 
and wife were saved, another Jew- 
ish woman then came and claimed 
Christ in the inquiry room. Last 
night (Sunday night) another 
Jewish man and wife, very intel- 
ligent, tarried to talk to me, deep- 
ly distressed, I think convicted. I 
had preached on “What Shall I 
Do Then With Jesus?” The man 
said to me, “A man doesn’t like 
to say he is against Jesus Christ 
and hates Him, but you made me 
say it. You said it had to be one 
or the other, and asked those who 
love Him to stand. That makes 
me say I hate Him. I feel badly 
about that.” He insisted there 
were many good Jews, but I told 
him it was not a case of meeting 
human standards to be saved, but 
God knows the heart, and only 
by Christ’s righteousness is any- 
one good enough for Heaven. He 
promised to pray to the true God, 
the God of Abraham, for light. I 


showed him that Abraham “be- 
lieved in the Lord; he counted it 
to him for righteousness” (Gen. 
15:6). 


We have had several Catholics 
saved, Parsis (fire worshipers), 
Hindus, one prominent Anglican 
Church official, etc. 


We are earnestly praying for 
greater blessing this closing week.

In the 
same block I could see perhaps 
twenty others sleeping on the side- 
walk. When we came to the apart- 


ment I found four people sleep- 
ing on the floor of the hallway of 
this fine apartment building. | 
am told there are a hundred thou- 
sand homeless, sleeping on the 
streets and in doorways each 
night. Many I saw were women 
and children. Some have jobs, but 
can find no rooms to rent in the 
crowded city of 4% million peo- 
ple. There are many beggars who 
assail one on the streets. 

Here are culture and ignorance, 
wealth and poverty. Streets are 
crowded with streetcars and buses, 
mostly double-deckers, and with 
ears, but also with hand pushcarts 
and bullock carts, far more bul-

to spare Israel after they had 
made the golden calf. Abraham's 
prayer for the safety of Lot, his 
family and the city of Sodom is 
no different from the prayer of 
many a father or mother for their 
children, neighbor for neighbor, or 
brother for brother. My own sur- 
render to the ministry was pat- 
terned after Isaiah’s. 

On the matter of prayer, the 
Bible has one touching doctrine, 
and the God of the Bible is un- 
changeably the God who answers 
prayers on the same unchangeable 
conditions. 


Man Alene Is to Blame for 
Unanswered Prayer 

In the verses with which we be- 
gan this article, God is speaking 
in His own defense. Man likes te 
say that our God was not willing 
to hear, or that God will not inter- 
rupt the course of nature. Man 
has many excuses for unanswered 
prayer, but in reality there is only 
one fundamental reason when 
men do not pray and do not get 
the answer when they do pray. 
Whether God so turns His face 
away that men do not feel Him 
near enough to reach by prayer, 
or whether they beg long and He 
refuses to give what they ask, it 
is always the same—SIN sepa- 
rates between God and man and 
hides God's face so that He will 
not hear. 


God's hand is not shortened that 
He cannot save. God wants to be 
known as a great Saviour with 
great power. Dozens of times in 
the Bible when He encourages 
people to pray and promised to 
answer their prayers, God insisted 
that there was no limit to His 
power and that all this power was 
available to answer the cry of 
all His saints. 

When Abraham and Sarah had 
begged God for a son and finally 


‘when they were ninety and a hun- 


dred years old, too old to have 
children according to the course of 
nature, God promised a son. When 
they doubted, God answered back 
with touching eagerness to be 
trusted, and said, “Wherefore did 
Sarah laugh, saying, Shall I of 
a surety bear a child which am 
old? Is there anything too hard 
for the Lord?” (Gen. 18:13, 14). 


When.Nebuchadnezzar, king of 
Babylon, beSeiged. Jerusalem, God 
promised Jeremiah that » houses 
and fields and vineyards should be 
possessed agaim in the. land of 
Israel, ‘and the inspired prophet 
was led to pray and declare, “Ah, 
Lord God! behold, thou hast made 
the ‘heaven and.the earth by thy 
great power and stretched out 
arm, and there is nothing too hard 
for thee!” (Jer. 32:17). 

In the same chapter God replied 
and: revealed to Jeremiah that the 
eity “would “bee taken” and Israel 
carried captive but that-one day 
the children Of Israel would be 
regathered to their own land for 
the kingdom of Christ on earth. 
God taid to Jeremiah, “Behold, I 
am the Lord, the God of all flesh: 
is there anything too hard for 
me?” (Jer. 32:24). 

God’s arm is not short. How 
anxious God is for His people to 
know that He has plenty of power 
to answer prayer without: limit! 
His arm is not shortened that it 
cannot save, and His ear is not 
heavy that it cannot hear. 

In the next chapter, Jeremiah 
33:3, the Lord commands and 
promises, “Call unto me, and I will 
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God Answers Prayer 


answer thee and shew thee great 
and mighty things, which thou 
knowest not.”’ God is anxiols that 
no one believe His arm is short 
when it comes to answering pray- 
er or that there is anything so 
hard and so big that God either 
cannot or will not give it. 


In Psalms 81:10 the Lord en- 
courages us to pray with this 
wonderful statement: “I am the 
Lord thy God, which brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt: open thy 
mouth wide, and I will fill it.” 
When men do not believe that God 
is willing to answer prayer, or 
that He is unable to answer pray- 
er to any extent, they do not open 
their mouths wide enough to 
please God. The dear Lord is so 
eager to bless His people that He 
beseeches us to open our mouths 
wide when we pray! His arm is 
not short, no shorter than it was 
when he brought the Children of 
Israel out of Egypt. His ear is not 
heavy, no more heavy than when 


He heard the cry of _ saints 
throughout the Bible. 
When our prayers are not an- 


swered, it is not because they are 


too big, it is not because they 
ask too much, it is not because 
God cannot or will not answer 


such big prayers. The prayers that 
please God most are the prayers 
that say, “Ah Lord God! behold, 
thou hast made the heaven and 
the earth by thy great power and 
stretched out arm, and there is 
nothing too hard for thee,” the 
prayers that open our mouths 
wide to receive great and mighty 
things from God! 
How definite, how 
God’s promises that 
prayers! God never wants us to 
believe that He is a little God or 
that He is limited to doing little 
things. He never wants us to be- 
lieve that His arm is shortened 
or His ear heavy. He urges us 
when we pray to ask “the desires 
of thine heart” (Ps. 37:4), “what- 


insistent are 
we pray big 


soever he saith’ (Mark 11:23), 
“what things soever ye desire” 
(Mark 11:24), “what ye will” 


(John 15:7). He insists that if we 
ask we shall receive, if we seek 
we shall find, if we knock it shall 
be opened unto us (Matt. 7:7). He 
assures us that we have not sim- 
ply beeause we ask not (James 
4:2). He promises us ‘“whatso- 
ever,” literally “anything” (John 
14:13, 14). He urges us to “ask 
4nd ye shall receive that your 
joy may be full” (John 16:23). 


Dear reader, if you do not get 
your prayers answered, it is cer- 
tainly not the fault of God but 
your own sin, God’s arm is not 
shortened that it cannot save, 
neither His ear heavy that it can- 
not hear. Our God is a great God, 
and a God who delights to show 
His greatness in answering pray- 
ers. 


’ 


*Prayer Changes Things” 

God’s hand is not shortened and 
His ear is not heavy. Therefore, 
if not hindered by sin, prayer real- 
ly changes things. Isaiah 59:1, 2 
plainly teaches that God really 
works wonders in answer to pray- 
er: that in answer. to unhinder- 
ing prayer, God changes anything 
that needs changing. 

God’s hand is not shortened by 
the limitations of nature. He can 
cause it to rain when the wind or 
clouds are not right for rain. He 
can heal the sick when there is 
no human chance for recovery. I 
verily believe that there are many 
people now living who were ap- 
pointed to die, but whose lives 
were prolonged and even the plan 
of God changed in answer to pray- 
er. Certainly that was so in the 
case of King Hezekiah who was 
“sick unto death” but God gave 
him fifteen more years! Prayer 
can change the course of nature 
and work a miracle. 


Prayer can change even the plan 
of God. And if prayer can change 
God, it can change anything else. 
There is no limit to what prayer 
can bring if it be unhindered by 
sin. Nature, ignorance, disease, 
poverty, even the previous plans 
of God eannot hinder prayer, pro- 


but God’s arm is not shortened 
nor limited nor hindered in any 
case in the world by the bigness 
of our prayers. But, oh, how much 
He is grieved and offended and 
limited by the littleness and the 
faithlessness of our smal] and in- 
consequential praying! 


The Age of Miracle Is 
ot Past 

Is Isaiah 59:1, 2 still true? Is 
God’s arm now shortened? Is His 
ear now heavy? Would any read- 
er say that the arm of God which 
could not be shortened in time 
past is now shortened after the 
days of the apostles closed? Is 
there one who would say that the 
ear of God is now heavy that He 
cannot hear some prayers, that 
He wills to limit Himself in the 
matter of answering prayer, in a 
way that He never did in Bible 
times? That is not the teaching 
of the Bible! We are told plainly 
that Jesus Christ is “the same 
yesterday, today and forever.” 

I think we may properly in- 
terpret this Scripture to mean 
that the arm of God can never be 
shortened and: His ear can never 
be heavy in the matter of prayer. 
With God there is one eternal 


present. The nature of God does 
not change. His power does not 
change. His mercy does _ not 


change. His love for sinners does 
not change. His willingness, then, 
to answer prayer, born of His 
power and love and mercy, cannot 
change! This Scripture plainly 
means that there is never any dis- 
pensational change in God’s power 
or willingness to answer prayer 
in any degree. Then if God could 


ever work miracles in answer to 
prayer, He can and does do the 
same today. 

God could change some cere- 


monial matter when the type was | 
fulfilled. The Jewish diet is not 
required of New Testament Chris- 
tians. The Old Testament priest- 
hood was fulfilled in Christ and | 
the bloody offerings were fulfilled 
in His crucifixion. But answering 
prayer is a part of the nature of 
God, demanded by His power, His 
love and His unceasing hunger to 
bless men. In that, God cannot 
change. As the great Dr. Blanch- 
ard well said, “If there be a 
God, then He must act like a 
God.” If there is a God whose 
arm is not shortened and whose 
ear is not heavy, then He must 
}answer prayer without limit to- 
day, when sin does not prevent, 
just as His nature and loving 
heart demanded that He do in the 
days of Isaiah and all the other 
saints of the Bible. 

The idea that God has now lim- 
ited Himself, shortened His hand 
or made heavy His ear so that He 
no more works miracles is an idea 
utterly foreign to the Bible. Not 
a verse teaches anything of the 
kigd. It is a theory born of un- 
belief, an excuse for sin. 


Why Most Christians Never 
See Miracles 

Why do most Christians not ex- 

pect great answers to prayer? Be- 

cause they never had such an- 

swers to prayer! Why do many 

Christians not believe in mira- 


cles? Because they have not 
prayed and gotten miracles from 
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God! And many people ask, “If 
God can work miracles the same 
as He ever did, if the age of mir- 
acles is not past (as it certainly 
is not|, then why do they not see 
miracles?” The answer is clearly 
given in this Scripture. They fail 
to see great miraculous answers 
to prayer, not because God’s hand 
is shortened nor because His ear 
is heavy BUT BECAUSE OF 
THEIR SINS! “Your iniquities 
have separated between you and 
your God, and your sins have hid 
his face from you, that he will not 
hear!” 

Unbelief always follows other 
sins. The Christian who begins to 
doubt his conversion has first 
grown worldly and cold, has been 
in bad company, has indulged in 
some grievous thing that offended 
the Holy Spirit of God and lost 
fellowship with the Father. The 
lost man who becomes an infidel 
and does not believe there is a 
God, gets that way after he has 
followed a course of pride and 
worldliness and exalted himself 
above God. Other sins naturally 
bring on unbelief, so Christians 
doubt that God can or will give 
miraculous answers to _ prayer. 
Their sin has hindered their pray- 
ers and God has not been able to 
prove Himself as He would like. 

Oh, how many marvels we 
would see if our sins were out of 
the way so we could truly believe 
God and open our mouth wide so 
that He might fill it! 


Sins That Hinder Our Prayers 

The Bible makes much of this 
thought that sins hinder our pray- 
ers. In Proverbs 15:8 we are told: 


“The sacrifice of the wicked is 
an abomination to the Lord: but 
the prayer of the upright is his 


| delight.” 


| 


| 


“And when ye stand praying,’ 
forgive, if ye have ought against 
any: that your Father also which 
is in heaven may forgive you your 
trespasses. But if ye do not for- 
give, neither will your Father 
which is in heaven forgive your 
trespasses.”’ 

The same teaching is given in 
Matthew 6:14, 15. And one of the 
strongest and most moving par- 
ables of our Lord Jesus is about 
the king who freely forgave his 
servant ten thousand talents and 
of that servant who abused his 
fellow-servant which owed him an 
hundred pence. But the king was 
angry and turned that wicked ser- 
vant over to the tormentors and 
then Jesus said, in Matthew 18:35, 
“So likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye 
from your hearts forgive not every 
one his brother their trespasses.” 

“Blessed are the merciful: for 
they shall obtain mercy.” If you 
expect to obtain mercy, then be 
merciful. If you expect Him ‘to 
forgive your sins, then forgive oth- 
ers. If you expect His face to 
shine upon you, then turn your 
face of forgiveness and love to all 
those who have sinned against 
you! 

Unforgiveness, or grudges, or 
hatred, will turn God's face away 
from you when you pray so that 


He will not hear. Indeed even in 
our prayers we are commanded 
to pray, “And forgive us our sins: 


for we also forgive every one that 
is indebted to us” (Luke 11:4). 

Covetousness, too, may block 
our prayers. Remember in Malachi 
3:8, 9 God said to the Israelites, 


“Will a man rob God? Yet ye

In I Peter 3:12 the same 
is stated again as follows:

It is sin that hinders prayer! 

The Bible mentions some spe- 
cifie sins that hinder prayer. In 
I Peter 3:1-7 we are told of the 
duties of wives to their 
and of husbands to their wives, 
and then the incentive given for 
wives to be subject to their hus- 
bands and for husbands to give 
honor to their wives is “that your 
prayers be not hindered” (1 Pet. 
3:7). Sin in the home, sin of the 
husband toward the wife or the 
wife to the husband hinders pray- 
er. 

Dear reader, check up and find 
if your home is pleasing God. Too 
often our prayers, whether public 
or private, are blocked by the 
secret sins of the home. The re- 
bellious wife and the unkind or 
unfaithful husband will certainly 
find their prayers hindered, 

An unforgiving spirit is 
mentioned, and more than 
as a hindrance to prayer that 
turns God’s face away. In Mark 
11:25, 26 Jesus commanded and 
warned:

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mighty ferment taking place in the churches.” Actually, the ferment 
is in a different sense than what he had in mind, In some cases this 
is approaching near rebellion. There can be no doubt about it but 
that the continuing attack by Dr. Carl McIntire on the 20th Century 
Reformation Broadcast is having a hammer-blow effect upon the 
National Council of Churches. Just a week prior to the opening 
of the San Francisco NCC Assembly, Dr. McIntire completed ar- 
rangements with San Francisco’s KSAN as the 124th station in 
his current drive to add 300 to his network of daily broadcasts. 


Three developments during the past year brought NCC prestige 
to its lowest point since it changed its name from Federal Council 
in 1950. The first was the Wichita First Baptist Church case in 
which the largest church in the American Baptist Convention pro- 
tested the ABC’s affiliation with the NCC and, failing to secure a 
hearing at the Rochester ABC Convention, proceeded to withdraw 
fellowship from the Convention. The immense size of this 4,500- 
member church, together with their thorough documentation of 
modernism, socialism, and subversion of the NCC, along with the 
attendant national publicity, caused anxiety in NCC leadership 
circles. About this time the Air Force Manual episode broke, which 
brought the charge of Red penetration of the NCC into the open. 
The NCC public relations chief James W. Wine countered with 
blustery denials and a demand for public book-burning of the Air 
Force Manual, Frightened politicians jumped to their tune until the 
whole thing was stopped cold by Chairman Francis Walter's invita- 
tion to NCC leaders to appear before the House Un-American 
Activities and deny the Red allegations under oath. No response. 
WE CHALLENGE TWE NCC LEADERS TO PUT THEMSELVES 
UNDER OATH and subject themselves to committee questioning 
concerning Red use of the NCC. Along with all this, the nationwide 
Mutual network broadcasts of Fulton Lewis, Jr., carried the expose 
of the NCC softness toward Communism to the people. 


Coupled with this was the appearance last year of the Methodist 
Circuit Riders’ book, Recognize Red China? which analyzed the left- 
wing affiliations of one-half of the clergymen who were delegates to 
the 1958 NCC Fifth World Order Study Conference which called for 
the recognition of Red China by the U. S. and admittance to the 
UN. This book stated, “Over the past 20 years, 719 officers (includ- 
ing staff personnel, delegates and representatives) of the Federal 
Council and the National Council] of Churches have been affiliated 
with one or more organizations and enterprises of a left-wing 
character.” Bishop Oxnam, in his major NCC address of December 
6, made obvious reference to this book when he said, “Some so- 
called practical men look with scorn and sometimes pity upon the 
so-called idealist of the cloth who wants the social fault-lines re- 
moved and violence averted. We are told we must deal with the 
Baptistas and the Francos. Men who seek to hide their stupidity 
in the cloak of patriotism publish lists of alleged associations. of 
members of a World Order Study Conference which called for a re- 
examination of our China Policy.” 


The truth of the matter is that an awakening concern can be 
discerned not only in a few of the timid clergy identified with the 
NCC but in a multitude of the laymen who couldn’t care less 
about ecumenics and who still have some love left in their hearts 
for the good old Book. 


4. The Propaganda Barrage 

The NCC equipment and facilities for widespread ecclesiastical 
brain-washing are immense and vast. The mountains of literature 
which were available and distributed is beyond our comprehension. 
The'exhibits were attractive and elaborate. We were amazed at the 
extgnsive bibliographies available in every field of interest. The 
libetal interdenominational and denominational publishing houses 
were represented with a tremendous inventory. The Frfendship 
Pregs of the NCC was pushing three books: Safe in Bondage—“a 
radical new approach to the needs of people in the new American 
culture”; Hvery Tribe and Tongue, which purports to “analyze the 
task of the church at home and abroad”; and One World, One Mis- 
sion, which “discusses the far-flung implications of. today’s ‘one 
world’ for the Christian mission.” ) 

Plenty of resolutions were passed, such as the one calling for 
unionization of the agriculture migrant workers. In one convention 
action, the “heroism” of a Methodist and Roman Catholic in the 
New Orleans race difficulty was praised, Incidentally, the one priest, 
Father Jerome Drolet, was listed as a member of the “Citizens Com- 
mittee for Harry Bridges,” which was formed to oppose deportation 
of Harry Bridges and which was cited as-Communist by Attorney 
General Tom Clark, by HUAC and by California Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 

The press releases were staggering in number and extent. When 
the; whole NCC show was over they. simply walked away from 
their mountains of printed materials and left them for the clean-up 
crews of the city. One fundamentalist pastor walked off with 130 
complete delegate packets which were then mailed out throughout 
the country to interested people. 


5. The Surrender of Billy Graham 

The year of 1960 saw Dr. Graham selling his birthright for 
a mess of ecumenical pottage, with his speaking officially and 
formally .for the first time at the World-Council of Churches in 
Geneva and then for the National Council of Churches in San 
Francisco. One decade ago Billy was protesting that he would never 
have a modernist on his platform. However, the Interchurch News 
for November, 1960, listed the speakers for the NCC under “As- 
sembly Who’s Who.” How sad to see Billy Graham’s name listed 
with Eugene Carson Blake, Franklin Clark Fry, G. Bromley Oxnam, 
Henry P. Van Dusen, and James A. Pike—not a conservative be- 
liever in the crowd, Psalm 1 says, “Blessed is the man that Walketh 
not in the counsel of the ungodly, nor standeth in the way of sinners, 
nor’ sitteth in the seat of the scornful.” The course of compromise 
is always down. 

Dr. Graham’s NCC address was given on December 4 at 3 p. m. 
from the pulpit.of Grace Cathedral, at Bishop Pike’s invitation, Let 
it be remembered that Pike is the gentleman who wrote in the 
Christian Century, “The Bible seems to indicate that no one is 
saved except through Christ .... To say no one is saved except 
through the earthly Jesus Christ would be impossible.” Graham 
was no stranger to Grace Cathedral for he was one of the honored 
guests on May 15, 1958, with a seat on the front row when Dean 
Pike was consecrated as a bishop. Moreover, Dr. Graham. praised 
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him highly from the platform of the Cow Palace the same night. 
He had him on the platform to read prayer-on May 24 before a 
nationwide TV audience. 


The San Francisco Examiner for December 5 stated: “Graham 
spoke ina program’ sponsored by the Christian Men’s Assembly, held 
in conjunction with the opening of the meetings of the National 
Council of Churches.” Before 1,800 men in Bishop Pike’s Grace 
Cathedral Sunday afternoon he brought up the French movie star. 
“Graham offered movie star Brigitte Bardot as an example of a 
life without commitment. ‘She has beauty, money and fame,’ he said, 
‘but she tries to commit suicide.’”’ We recall his remarks a few 
years ago in Hollywood to the effect that Jane Russell was a lovely 
Christian girl, as well as his remarks in the Hollywood Bowl with 
respect to Ingrid Bergman to the effect that “Let him that is with- 
out sin cast the first stone.” The Chronicle of December 5 quoted 
him, “I have never thought I would have this opportunity to speak 
in this great Cathedral.” His former fundamentalist friends never 
thought he would either, especially under NCC auspices. Bishop 
Pike, who despised his crusade in New York, might have had similar 
thoughts. “Then he launched a 45-minute sermon on the value of 
crowds to the Christian movement and the need to ‘let Christ have 
your life.’ ‘We Protestants have missed something in not recogniz- 
ing the value of great crowds.’”’ We can’t help but think of poor 
Jesus who said to His disciples as He saw His crowd disappearing, 
“Will ye also go away” (John 6:67), when He could just as well 
have had big crowds by joining forces with Annas and Caiaphas, 
in a mighty movement with the Pharisees, Sadducees, and Herodians. 
Think of the prestige if he had had Pilate and Herod on the plat- 
form with him. You can imagine how this would have pleased 


Judas. He was altogether too negative and biblical for the religious 
leaders. 


Dr. Graham, who attended one service in Moscow’s only Protes- 


tant church some time ago, was quoted in the News-Call Bulletin 
of December 5: 


“There ‘may be a greater feeling of commitment in the Soviet 
Union than there is here in this country. If you want to join the 
Baptist Church in Russia, you must wait a year before acceptance.” 


“In his closing prayer, Dr. Graham offered a special petition for 
the success of the current assembly of the National Council of 
Churches, and prayed that ‘out of this meeting there may come a 
great message to the Christian world,’” according to the official 
NCC news release. The main prayer of the service was by Dr. 
Dahlberg. The benediction was given by Bishop Pike. This is the 
same bishop who said so recently, “This means that I am more 
liberal in theology than I was ten years ago . the biblical 
evidence and the theological implications seem to be in favor of 
assuming that Joseph was the human father of Jesus.”’ 

The NCC press release further reported: “Dr. Graham did not 
close his message with the usual altar call, but he did ask for 
heads to be bowed and urged those who wanted to make a deeper 
commitment of their lives to.God to raise their hands.’ He assumed 
they were Christians. One of the stock excuses given by the backers 
of Dr. Graham for participating in ecumenical evangelism is to give 
the message to the modernists who need it so badly. Here he had 
a golden opportunity to get some of them saved by pressing home 
the decision, but there was no invitation. In fact, there was little 
Gospel. When he had’ the modernists before him, as at Union Semi- 
nary and Rochester-Colgate Seminary, he didn’t give them an op- 
portunity to respond. 

Just prior to the Cathedral address he met with friends for 
lunch. He had his picture taken for the press with six NCC leaders, 
including Dr. Dahlberg, president of the NCC, and Lowell Berry, 


_ president of the Northern California Council of Churches. 


The Executive Committee for Graham’s 1958 Cow ‘Palace Cru- 
sade was prominent.on the NCC Program. DR.» CARL HOWIE, 
co-chairman, was chairman of the NCC Promotion Committee and 
on the program for December 9, DR. ROBERT B. MUNGER ad- 
dressed the NCC on December 8, as did Lutheran ROSS F. HIDY. 
DR. PAUL SHELFORD was secretary for the Program and Ar- 
rangements Committee. JOE R. KENNEDY, the liberal minister in 
charge of Graham’s new converts in.1958, was a chairman of a 
prominent NCC committee. 

No wonder ecumenical leaders are thrilled with Dr. Graham. In 
The State, daily paper for Columbia, South Carolina, the following 
appeared on November 21, 1960, in an article signed by Tom Mc- 
Mahan: “At the state-wide Lutheran rally in Columbia, Dr. G. Paul 
Musselman, Executive Director of the Department of Evangelism of 
the National Council of Churches, spoke in warm terms about the 
work of Evangelist Billy Graham. He was on the World Council 
of Churches Evangelistic Conference with Dr. Graham last summer 
in Switzerland and will be with the evangelist in his Miami crusade 
next month. ‘I call Billy Graham the newest and greatest of the 
ecumenical voices, he told this reporter, Tom McMahan, religion 
editor of The State. If people would criticize him less and pray for 
him more, it would be much better.” 

The Oakland Tribune for December 5 reported on Graham 
plans: “At luncheon prior to the Cathedral service, Graham an- 
nounced he is scheduled to hold an evangelistic service in Las Vegas, 
Nevada, tomorrow evening sponsored by the Hotel Operator’s As- 
sociation.»He said the night spots will be closed during the two 
hours he is conducting the service. The letter of invitation said, 
‘Las Vegas is wicked. We like it that way but it has become too 
wicked.’ He said he had received a number of telegrams from 
movie stars offering their best wishes for ‘my opening’ in Las 
Vegas.” 

An enormous bid was made by the NCC for Southern Baptist 
support by including three prominent SBC ministers on the NCC 
United Church Men program with which the SBC cooperates: Dr. 
Billy Graham, former SBC president, Brooks Hays, and Dr. Edwin 
Dahlberg. Southern Baptists have official representation in six 
phases of NCC work, according to the June 1960 ABC Crusader— 
Home Missions, Stewardship, Social Welfare, Evangelism, United 
Church Men and United Church Women.

It became clear at the NCC Assembly that any regard for the 
Bible would simply be lip service. DR. BLAKE indicated, ‘Finally, 
the reunited Church must find the way to include within its catho- 
licity (and because of it) a wide diversity of theological formulation 
of the faith.” So from a standpoint of doctrme, anything goes. He 
said, “The reformation churches have traditionally found their 
authority for faith and life in the Seriptures alone. So long as the 
wording ‘sola scriptura’ is required, no bridge can be made between

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as in obeying the voice of the 
Lord? Behold, to obey is better 
than sacrifice, and to hearken 
than the fat of rams.

Immediately Saul wanted to 
pray, but Samuel-plainly told him 
that God would not change His 
plan, would not hear his prayer 
about the kingdom. Rebellion 
turned away God’s face from Saul 
so that He would not hear the 
king’s prayer. 

Any kind of secret sin, however 
trivial it - may seem, is yet a ter- 
rible thing if it shuts up Heaven 
to your prayers and separates be- 
tween you and God. 


The Terrible Thing That 
Sin Does 

Sin is a terrible thing. I remind 
you that sin put Adam and Eve 
outside of the Garden of Eden and 
put an angel guard at the gate 
lest they should return! Nothing 
but sin did that! It is sin that will 
keep every lost man out of Heav- 
en and keeps him in the torments 
of the damned—nothing but sin! 

And for the child of God, sin, 
unconfessed, unlamented,  unre- 
pented sin, turns away the face 
of God from His dear children 
when they pray. It is only sin that 
keeps us from all the riches that 
are in the hands of God. He loves 
us. His arm is not shortened. His 
ear is not heavy. He has yet the 
power and willingness to do for us 
marvelous things in answer to our 
prayers. Only our sins keep us 
from having as much blessing as 
any man ever did get from God, 
and more. 

Many conditions are named in 
the Bible if we are to have our 
prayers answered. One Scripture 
mentions that we should ask in 
Jesus’ name, another that we 
should ask in faith, another that 
we should ask according to His 
will. But actually, when we boil 
the matter down we find that only 
sin keeps us from having every- 
thing we ask from God. 

If our hearts are right, we will 
learn the will of God from His 
Word and by the leading of the 
Holy Spirit, so we will;,ask those 
things that are according to His 
will. If we have the; mind of 
Christ and abide in Him and His 
Word abides in us, wé can ask 
whatsoever we will because we 
will want just the things that Je- 
sus wants. Christians ;sin when 
they ask amiss or ask things not 
in accordance with the will of 
Christ, 

A Christian need not ignorantly 
go to prayer, wondering if his 
prayer. will please God. A Chris- 
tian: can be so led of the Spirit in 
his praying that he can: have full 
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catholic and evangelical. But it is now clear in ecumenical conver- 
sations that Protestants generally have come to recognize the right 
place of tradition, just as Catholics have generally become aware 
of the rightness of judging all tradition by the Scriptures as inter- 
preted to the Church by the Holy Spirit.” 


Dr. Blake's neo-orthodoxy pops out all over him when he 
imagines a Word of God apart from the Bible. “Never before have 
SO many Americans agreed that the Christian churches, divided as 
they are, cannot be trusted to bring to the American people an 
objective and authentic Word of God on a political issue.” 


HERMAN F. REISSIG of the Council of Social Action, in an 
address on December 8, inspired a newspaper account which head- 
lined, “Sees the Old-Time Religion Ending.” “The world will soon 
see the end of nationalism, rascism, colonialisnr and ‘the old-time 
religion,’ it was forecast here today.” Fundamentalists may agree 
because many believe we are nearing the end of this apostate age. 
“The old-time religion was not fit to survive. Even when it was 
the old-time liberal religion of American Protestantism, it was not 
good enough. Thank God this superficial, easy-going religion must 
now reform itself or go beneath the boiling waters of God’s judg- 
ment .... The next 50 years may be man’s finest hour to date. They 
may also turn out to be his worse.” These boiling waters remind me 
of about fourteen chapters of the Revelation which depict the 
tribulation judgment of God upon apostate religion, Bible-believing 
Christians know that this talk about old-time religion simply means 
the old-fashioned faith. 

DR. TRUMAN B. DOUGLASS shows how useless his Bible is 
with these words, “I think it must be maddening to responsible 
laymen when ministers tell them that the complex problems of 
our society can be solved by narrowly ‘religious’ methods—by a 
little more prayer, a little more Bible reading, a little more applica- - 
tion of the teachings of Christ.” 

DR. THEO. GILL declares that we must clean out the theo- 
logical junk we have been collecting over the years. Listen to him 
on the Trinity, as he speaks on December 7 before the NCC: “These 
religious images are not just the unanalyzed impressions we have 
of divinity—-God as the bearded Zeus, Jesus as his gentle junior, 
Holy Spirit as a gimlet-eyed dove endlessly zeroing in. More im- 
portant are the familiar profiles cut by doctrines and relationships 
and institutions: images of faith as buying an idea (images of the 
covenant as a quid pro quo), image of ethics as our wheedling of 
Almighty God, images of the Kingdom of Heaven as a place or 
time, images of eternal life as disembodied spirits catapulted to 
empyrean flitting. This is the kind of image that something has to 
be done about.” 

DR. J. CARTER SWAIM, NCC Director of Department of 
English Bible, set the tone for the entire Assembly with respect 
to the Bible when he stated in his major address on December 5: 
“This comes precisely at a time when theologians are assuring us 
that ‘what is primary is not the church nor the Bible but the Word 
of God ... . On the other hand, some would not agree to the 
proposition that the Word of God is more important than the Bible, 
because they regard them as one and the same. The Bible is the 
Word of God. Yet the Scripture suggests that the two are not to be 
equated. Isaiah 40:6 ff. contrasts the permanence of God’s Word 
with the transitory nature of many of the loveliest things which 
earth affords: “The grass withers, the flower fades; but the word 
of our God will stand forever’ ... Now the prophet did not say, 
‘The Bible will stand forever’ for the simple reason that he did not 
have the Bible as we know it. ... One who had never heard of 
Luke or John or Paul cannot have in mind the Bible as we know it 
when he says: ‘the word of our God will stand forever.’’”’ This is a 
good idea of shallow character of scholarly unbelief. 

Dr. Swaim is not through with the Book. Before he throws it 


assurance that it pleases God. A 
Christian can be so surrendered to 
the will of God, so willing to give 
up his own will, that what he 
asks will be really sought because 
it would honor the Lord Jesus and 
can be truthfully asked in His 
name, 
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pray is a sin. And what God has 
promised we ought to believe. It 
is a sin not to believe whatever 
God has said He would do. On 
other matters where there is not 
a clear scriptural promise which 
tells us plainly that God will give 
us the thing we desire, then if it 
is a thing that would be good for 
us, anything pleasing to God, we 
ought to be near enough to Jesus 
and so guided by the Holy Spirit 
that He would give us expected 
faith. It is our own fault if we 
do not have faith for anything we 
have a right to pray for. Faith 
comes by the Word of God and by 
looking unto Jesus, the author and 
finisher of our faith. God gives 
faith. Galatians 5:22 tells us faith 
is one of the fruits of the Spirit. 
Only sin would keep us from hav- 
ing faith when we ought to have 
it. It is sin that keeps from us 
the answers to our prayers. So this 
Scripture says. 

In the dear Saviour’s name, I 
urge each reader to ponder well 
these words, to memorize them, 
and by the help of God to search 
out the sins which grieve His 
holy heart and hide His gracious 
face. Sin does so much to hurt the 
heart of God! And one of the 
worst things that sin does to Him 


on the ash heap he says, “God’s best Word to man is not a book 
but a Person.”” He has found a new standard by which to judge what 
is the Word of God. “There is a standard by which it must be 
judged. A new-found word will commend itself as a living Word if 
it accords with what is known about the living Lord.” And where 
will we get authentic word about Him? Perhaps we can find the 
answer to that in tradition. “A professor of theology, in an inaugural 
address recently delivered, declared his belief that reckoning with 
tradition would be the next great task of theology. As for himself, 
he was sure that respectful consideration must be given to what 
has been beligyed by many people in many lands across many 
generations.” 


“There is a sense in which the Bible is still an open-ended 
book.” He cites Mark’s Gospel as one with an unfinished ending, 
after higher criticism has chopped off what it likes. There is nothing 
to stop someone from writing Scriptures today. “If this be the 
case, may it not be true that the line between Scripture and tradi- 
tion is not so sharp as we have imagined?” A)] of this will help to 
soften up the people for the acceptance of tradition when they 
finally get back to Rome. Dr. Swaim closes his blasphemous address 
with these deceptive words, “We beg you, therefore, to heed God's 
living Word as it comes to you through the Scriptures.” The Word 
is not the same as the Scriptures but somehow mysteriously it can 
come through the Scriptures. 


BISHOP PIKE’S ideas fit right in here beautifully. “But the 
church is not under the judgment of the Bible finally, because the 
Bible is the work of members of the church, and didn’t get gathered 
except as members of the church finally gathered it the 
Bible came along as a sort of Reader’s Digest anthology. If the 
Bible is not important as a primary test, it is, to use a lawyer's 
phrase, ‘the best evidence’”’ (Christian Century, Dec. 21). 

Paul wrote to Titus about the “common faith” (1:4), but 
Bishop Leslie Newbigin made it clear as reported in the General 
Assembly News of December 8 that ecumenical unity had little to 
do with confessional agreement—‘United in the truth does not 
necessarily mean ‘unanimity in verbal statements,’ he said. Such 
unity is constituted ‘not by consent to a set of beliefs but the 
action of the living Lord who commands us to follow Him.’ In a real 
sense we do not know the truth except as we obey and do.” 

This can be summed up in the words of DR. WM. A. NOR- 
GRES, Director of Faith and Order studies for the NCC: “In our 
prayer for unity we should turn our attention away from dogmatic 
divergences, and concentrate instead on the profession of baptismal 
faith which is at the heart of Christianity . We have also 
learned, however, that the way of ‘integralism,’ a rigid exclusion 
of all that does not accord with a predetermined theological system, 
offers no hope. The one Church of the future will be truly ecu- 
menical only as it embraces the fullness of the past. It will emerge 
only when historical tensions and differences between various con- 
ceptions of faith—Protestant, Catholic, Orthodox or Anglican—are 
composed.” These words were found in an address in the delegate’s 
packet. 

So with the Bible removed as a formidable roadblock, the path 
is clear. Dr. Norgren says: “Today the ecumenical movement is 
moving into a new stage characterized by extension and complica- 
tion. It is now for the first time engaging virtually the whole of the 
Christian world; Protestant, Anglican, Orthodox and Roman Catho- 
lic. Particularly significant is the emergence of the great churches 
of the East from their isolation (or we from ours), bringing about 
a confrontation of theology, of philosophy, of cultures, not paralleled 
since Roman times,”

I could pour into it one billion 
four hundred thousand worlds the 
size of the earth upon which we 
live, and there would still be room 
in the sun for more. I look out 
yonder at old Mars 260,000,000 
miles away. I would have to travel 
49,000 miles per hour before I 
would roll into its grand central 
station in two years’ time. Jupiter 
is 480,000,000 miles away; Saturn, 
885,000,000 miles away; old 
Uranus, 1,780,000,000 miles away. 
It travels around the sun once 
in 84 years going at the speed 
of 250 miles per hour, The North 
Star travels at the rate of speed 
of 192,000,000 miles a second. It 
would take me 45 years to reach 
that planet. If I would pay three 
cents a mile it would cost me 
$720,000,000.00 to pay for my 
ticket. The God who made these 
stars and planets and threw them 
out from the tips of His fingers 
—that is the God whom I am 
begging you to prepare to meet. 
Second, He is an omnipresent 
God—that is, He is everywhere. 
The Psalmist had it right when in 
the 139th Psalm, seventh to the 
twelfth verses, he said: 
“Whither shall I go from thy 
spirit? or whither shall I flee 
from thy presence? | 
“If I ascend up into heaven, 
thou art there: if I make my bed 
in hell, behold, thou art there. 
“If I take -the wings of the 
morning, and dwell in the utter- 
most parts of the sea; 


“Even there shall thy lead 
me, and thy right hand Shall hold 
me. 

“If I say, Surely the darkness 
shall cover me; even the night 
shall be light about me.” 


Light travels at the rate of 
185,600 miles a second, but God 
moves faster than that. 

Third, He is omniscient—that 
is, He knows all things. You may 
deceive me and you may deceive 
others, but you cannot deceive 
God. If all these things are true, 
you must prepare to meet Him. 


How Prepare to Meet God? 

How should I prepare to meet 
God? We will let the Book do its 
own talking. God Almighty knows 
that men are not prepared to meet 
Him, and He shows us how we 
may prepare. 

First, He says, let the wicked 
forsake his way, his life of wick- 
edness, conduct, habits, compan- 
ionship, and outward life. 

Second, let him forsake un- 
righteous thoughts, that is, his 
plans, inside life, ideas, sinful de- 
sires, and evil intentions. What 
next? Let him return to God. You 
see, here are three things for you 
to do, then God will do two 
things: Have mercy on him. Mer- 
cy is in the heart and nature of 
God. Second, abundantly pardon. 
Pardon is the expression of that 
mercy. 

Now, are you willing to go to 
God and say, “I have been an 
old adulterer, blasphemer, drunk- 
ard, gambler, sponsor of harlotry, 
and panderer, and I am sorry for 
these things and, God, I will for- 
sake them and never do it again’’? 


Some of you church members 
who know no more about the new 
birth than a creature of the brute 
world, ought to fall on your knees 
and say, “God, I have been looking 
on the church as a kind of a 
mutual congratulation society, so- 
cial endeavor or third rate amuse- 
ment bureau. I have been sub- 
stituting churchanity for Chris- 
tianity, church activities for spirit- 
uality, religiousness for righteous- 
ness, morals for the new birth, 
confirmation, baptism, communion, 
and other religious paraphernalia 
for vital godliness. Deep down in 
my heart of hearts I know that 
I have never been born again, 
and I want to come to Thee 
through the atoning blood of Jesus 
Christ and accept Him as my 
Saviour and confess Him before 
the world and live in accordance 
with that confession.” 


And when you do, you will be 
changed from nature to grace, 
and a new name will go on the 
Book of Life, and you will be pre- 
pared to stand in His presence on 
that day for which all other days 
were made. This is not going to 
be any mock judgment. We are 
going to be judged as we are and 
not as we seem to be, and the 
only thing that will gtand is char- 
acter. Not only character outside, 
but character inside; character of 
heart, character of choice, char- 
acter of allegiance and character 
of affections. 


There will be just two groups 
at the judgment—those that are 
for and against; Christ-accepters 
and Christ-rejecters. We are not 
going to be divided by three, six 
or nine, but by two. Two char- 


acters, two destinies, two estates, 
two dominions, two eternities. A 
tremendous and all-comprehensive 
and all-decisive and everlasting 
two,

lock carts than trucks. On big con- 
crete construction work laborers 
carry the concrete in pans on their 
heads. I see many women carrying 
baskets of bananas, tomatoes, and 
once, of stone, baskets holding a 
bushel or more. Yet there are 
forty colleges and a great uni- 
versity here; many are well-to-do; 
India is striving to become self- 
sufficient, manufacturing all its 
needs. 


Revival Despite Difficulties 

We are having a blessed revival, 
with scores saved, under diiffi- 
culties that would seem to make 
success impossible. We have no 
choir, the meetings have invariably 
begun late. People accustomed to 
small crowds and careless ways 
do not do the things I have 
learned are essential to make a 
crowd interested and eager. Each 
night a different pastor or mis- 
sionary presides, makes long an- 
nouncements, all with an inter- 
preter. They feel the thing must 
be passed around, thus the Chris- 
tian workers all feel unslighted, 
but the service drags; there is 
much slack, wasted time. A lot of 
Indian musicians are used, much 
of it poor, all of it slack, poorly 
prepared, taking lots of time to 
get ready, get instruments, etc. 
I, who have made a life work of 
evangelism, have had the best song 
leaders in the world, have had 
carefully organized and conducted 
campaigns, feel so grateful that 
God gives great blessings despite 
the handicaps. He blesses these 
good men who, without experience, 
do the best they know, with holy 
zeal and prayer. 


Today I Preach at a Wedding 


Yes, at 4:00 p.m. today, I preach 
the Gospel at a wedding. Both 
bride and groom are Christians. It 
is customary for Christian wed- 
dings to have preaching, many 
loved ones are unsaved, So they 
want me to preach a full sermon.

God willing, I shall leave Bom- 
bay by Air India plane, jet, at 
1:00 a.m. following Sunday night’s 
closing of the evangelistic cam- 
paign, I will arrive in Chicago, 
God willing, near midnight, or 
past, Monday night or Tuesday 
morning, January 24.
